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THE GOSPEL OF DESPAIR, 


In his annual presidential address to the U.F.A. 
convention at Calgary Hi W. Wood gave figures 
which he said showed that during the ten-year | 
census period from 19J1 to 1921 Canada had lost 
in population numbers equal to her total immigra- 
tion and 278,665 of’her natural increase besides. 
Mr. Wood is an important figure in the life of 
Western Canada, and therefore of Canada as a 
whole. He is the head of an organization that 
professedly datinates—and as a matter of fact 
does dominate—the legislature and government of 
this provinge. He is the prophet of a movement 
which givés direction to the opinions of the major- 
ity of the! electors of the three prairie provinces 
and throwgh them to the actions of their represen- 
tatives im the several legislatures and in the House 
of Comfnons. That his leadership of these forces 
is not a vain thing Hon. T. A. Crerar can testify 
from inside information. It is safe to say that a 
larger proportion of the people of the prairie west 
necept} as gospel what H. W. Wood says than what 
is saig) by any other man. When he says, as he is 
ted by the Calgary Albertan to have said:

What must be the effect of such a statement | 
upon those who accept it, made by such a man | 
under such circumstances? There is only one 
answer. The confidence of the most courageous 
will be weakened, the weak will become cowardly, 
and the apathetic hopeless. 

Without taking up time or 
the accuracy of the figures as to ‘‘emigration’’ 
submitted by Mr. Wood more than to say that 
obviously they are not founded on known faets, it 
is strictly in order to point out that during the | 
latter half of the ten-year period extending from | 
1917 to 1921, the movement in which he was then 
a prominent figure and of which he is now the} 
acknowledged head controlled the majority of the 
parliamentary representation from the prairie 
West. That western majority which was strong 
enough to hold the balance of power between the 
lnionist and Liberal parties, saw fit to give its 
support unswervingly to the Unionist government 
in which it was officially represented by its then 
accepted parliamentary leader, Hon, T. A. Crerar. 
To that government Mr, Wood and his associates 
gave their support in fullest measure and therefore 
must accept a full share of responsibility for what 
ever was done or leff undone during that period, | 
so far as governmental action was concerned 
Therefore it is up to Mr. Wood as one of those 
responsible, not merely to point out that we lost | 
‘wo and a half million people in ten years, but to | 
show why, and still more to show how such loss 
ean be avoided in the future. But he not only | 
offers no remedy for the conditions of which he 
complains, but uses his powers and prestige to 
nuke them worse. 

; In July 1921 as a result of the provincial gen- 
oral elections of that date the U.F.A. under Mr. 
W ood’s presidency formally assumed control of 
the government of Alberta. In December the 
Dominion elections gave the so-called Progressive | 
party—the farmer-labor alliance—41 seats in par- 
liament out of a total of 43 in the three prairie | 
provinces, Alberta electing a solid twelve. This 
result again gave the Progressive movement the 
halanece of power in the Dominion house and en- 
abled them to dictate to the government of the 
day—a power that was exercised on several no- 
table occasions during the past session. In the 
varly summer of 1922 Manitoba elected a new 
legislature and a ‘‘Progressive’’ government is 
now in office there. While the avowed representa- 
tives of the movement do not hold office in Sas- 
katchewan they were able at the special session of 
(he legislature of last summer to compel the gov 
erument to pass a wheat board measure that the 
premier now admits he does not believe in; but 
intends to pass again at the coming session under 
the like pressure, For the past year and a half Mr. 
Wood has been in undisputed control of govern 
mental affairs in Alberta; he gave direction to the 
activities of the Dominion government in some 
important particulars during the whole of the 
ast session of parliament; the government of

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Manitoba has acknowledged its allegiance; and | 
While the Saskatchewan government declares its 
independence on the platform it does his bidding 
in the legislature as abjectly as does the govern- 
ment of Alberta. From 1917 to 1921 Mr. Wood 
and the movement of which he is the prophet and 
head was in large measure morally although not 
officially responsible for the course of public af- 
fairs in Canada. Since 1921 his responsibility has 
been official as well as moral. 

Whether the ‘‘emigration’’ figures which he 
submitted for the last census period were correct 
or not it is within the knowledge of every one in 
the West that it was only last fall that ‘‘emigra- 
tion’’ really started. Without stressing the point 
it must be admitted that the outward movement of 
people has reached startling proportions. There 
are two features of the case specially worthy of 
attention. First, that the outward movement was 
strongest after the West had harvested the largest 
crop in its history, and second that it was also 
strongest after H. W. Wood had reached his high- 
est point in the political control of the nation’s 
affairs. Under the circumstances it would seem 
to have been in order for Mr. Wood to have told 
the convention what had been done or what was 
going to be done by the organization to better 
conditions, rather than take five newspaper 
columns to tell them how badly off they were and 
how little chance they had of betterment—a 
straight gospel of despair. 


What the mainspring is to a watch his spirit is 
toa man. If the main spring is weakened the 
watch becomes unreliable, and if it breaks the 
watch stops. Life under all circumstances is, or 
ought to be, a struggle; a battle for better condi- 
tions. Weaken or break a man’s spirit by destroy- 
ing his faith in the future or his confidence in 
himself and he weakens in his effort in the battle 
of life. Panic is the child of despair. For these 
many years H. W. Wood has consistently preach- 
ed the gospel of antagonism and despair to the 
farmers of the prairie. By graphically picturing 
their difficulties in terms of pretended sympathy 
he has established himself as their loader. In pro- 
portion as he increased their discouragement he 
secured their confidence. By that means he has 
achieved the position of political boss of the West. 
But it has been at the cost of loss of population the 
astounding figures of which he himself gives. No 
doubt his figures are exaggerated—grotesquely 
so—but it is a fact that what was for vears a de- 
plorable movement has recently become a panic ; 
a panic that will be increased not diminished by 
Mr. Wood's Calgary address. ; 

Only by actual quotation is it possible to real- 
ize how extreme is the gospel of despair which he 
preaches. The latter part of the first paragraph of 
his address reads as follows: 

“The disease germs seem to have developed 
such a hold on our over-abused economic system 
that it is unable to throw them off, and the dis- 
ease seems to have reached a chronic stage from 
which speedy recovery is more’ ‘hopeléss than 
ever. In fact there are those who believe that 
a complete collapse is imminent. That the violent 
abuse from quack doctoring of our economic 
system has gone so far that a general breaking | 
down is unavoidable, and that on the wreckage 
of our present mammonistic financial system a 
ae one will have to be slowly and laboriously 

uilt.’’ 


In support of his suggestion that the complete 
break-down of our present economic system is un- 
avoidable he quotes from H. G. Wells who says 
that: 


“The ship of civilization is not going to sink 


in five years’ time, or in fifty years time. It is | 


sinking now.’’ 


Not satisfied with that, he quotes from three 
other alleged authorities of like mind. What is the 
common, ordinary or garden citizen to do in the 
face of such an array of evidence that he is 
“licked’’ and can’t help himself, except give up 
and get out. The utter wickedness of this sort of 
talk lies in the fact that the events now going on 
before our eyes have proved that those nations 
which have gone furthest in establishing new econ- 


| omic systems are suffering the greatest economic 


ills. The conditions of Russia and many of the 
Central European countries where new economic 
systems are being tried out, are now before us, Woe 
also have the conditions in Belgium, France, Brit- 
ein and the United States which have adhered to 
the economic doctrines and systems which Mr. 
Wood and H. G. Wells seek to discredit. If such 
a comparison were not possible it might be said 
that Mr. Wood was himself deceived. But the facts 
being as thgy are his propaganda is a clear case of 
using the difficulties in which Western farmers as 
well as other sections of the community are in- 
volved as a foundation upon which to build the 
learge measure of political control that he has 
achieved without regard to the welfare of the 
farmers or the interests of the nation. It is not 


| possible for such economic doctrine to be preached 


with the acceptance that has been accorded Mr, 
Wood without its producing exactly the unfortun- 
ate results in loss of population Ne so graphically 
describes. The undesirable conditions which exist 
are in large measure the price which the West has 
to pay for the political success of H. W. Wood, 

Mr. Wood uses a very considerable part of his 
address in proving that although financial depres- 
sions naturally follow war or boom conditions and 
hitherto have always been succeeded by economic 
recovery it may not be so in the present case and 
therefore the whole economic system should be 
changed. While both he and the alleged authori- 
ties whom he quotes protest incessantly against | 
the present economic system, they are entirely | 
reticent as to what they would substitute for it. | 
As a matter of tactics in dealing with a difficult , 
question their attitude is to be commended, But if 
Messrs, Wood, Wells and others were as anxious | 
to save the world as they are to exploit the eredu- | 
lity of its inhabitants they would have suggested | 
something else than chaos as an alternative to the | 
present economic system. The leaders of Russia | 
had #:e courage of their convictions. Having con 

ced their people that the the¢h existing econ 
omic system was wrong they proceeded to instal 
their proposed improvements, As a result the ship 
of civilization has certainly sunk in that eountry. 
If it ever rises again it will be beeause the erazy

Caribou Cutlets 
mul reindeer at present raised by the Eskimo 
‘ in great numbers is an imported animal 
which strips about 150 pounds, while the cari- 
bou, the wild native Alaskan variety of rein- 
deer, strips about 800 pounds. It is planhed to 
capture wild caribou bulls and place them on an 
island with herds of reinder cows, and so breed- 
up the size of the reindeer. It is estimated that 
there are now over 200,000 of these animals and 

that they are rapidly increasing. 

Most of these are owned by the Eskimos, but 
in recent years white herders have begun rais- 
ing reindeers for the market in the States. Bio- 
bureau experts figure that there is 
enough grazing land in Alaska to support ap 
proximately 4,000,000 reindeer, and believe that 


| the industry can be developed to a point where 


its annual yield will exceed in value that of the 
precious metals of the territory and at the same 
time help to build up a more permanent popu- 
lation in Alaska.—Science News Bulletin,
